BATURDAY. JULY 4TH. 

we Canton Govermnent made several demands of the French and 
British Conauls, including the return of Shameen to Kwantung. 

Feng Yu-lsiang, the Christian General, issued fiery anti-British 
rocianations to his troops. 

The presence of Rifi contingents behind the French lines 
threaten conmunications between Fez and the French base camp at 
Ain Aicha on the Wergha. The situation becomes increasingly 
difficult. 

The Opposition in the Reichstag attempted to force a Government 
declaration of policy with regard to the Security Pact, but without 
result. The Covernment intend to avoid a discussion uhtil their 
reply to the French Note has been dispatched. 

The plenary session of the Madrid Conference was postponed owing 
to difference of opinion between French anf Spanish members of the 
Conference, necessitating reference to the Quai d'Orsay. 

At a ce jebration in connection with the 149 th anniversary 
of the American Declaration of Independence in Paris, M. Briand 
stated that the French Government had decided to send a delezation 
to the United States to discuss methods of payment of their debts 
to that country. Me Caillaux may head the delegation. 








MONDAY JULY 6TH. 
‘he preesure of Rifi forces on the French front in Morocco 


continues. It is announced that General Naulin.is to relieve 
Mersral Lyautey of military res pnsibility. The French and 
Spanish Governments are to make a finel offer of peace to Abdel 
Krim, which, however, it is not expected he will accept. 

The Government at Peking ordered the deportation of strikers 
and prohibited the export of coal, of which supplies are short at 
Canton. The Hongekong strike continues. 

The Mardates Commission of the League of Nations examined the 
annual Repert from British Togoland. 

The Figh Commissioner of the Union of South Africa signed, on 
behalf of the Union Government, the Convention and Protocol of the 
Second Opium Conference of last March, and also the Protocol re- 
lating to the anendment of Article 16 of the Covenant adopted at 
last year's meeting of the League cf Nations Assembly. 

Herr von Eckaret, German delegate to the League Arms Traffic 
Conference, signed the Convention for the control of the traffic 
in arms on behalf of the Cerman Government. This ond the Protocol 


on chemical warfare have now been signed by Italy, Great britain, 
France, Japan, Cermany and America. 























TUESDAY, JULY 7TH. 
A delegation for the settlement of Belgium's war debts to the 
United States leaves for America on July 29th. The date of the 


arrival of the French delegation is not yet fixed, but is expected 
to coincide with the return of the Italian experts. 

The appointment of General Naulin as Commander-in-Chief of the 
Moroccan front, indicating as it did that there are no signs of a 
sneedy termination of the campaign, caused French Socialists to 
review their attitude towards the Governnent with regard to 
WMoreccbe. 

The Frerich Chamber ratified the two treaties negotiated by 
the Powers with China in February, 1922, which embody provisions 
for the revision of the Chinese tariffs. (France was the only one 
of the signatories which had not already ratified these 


treaties). 





WEDNESDAY, JULY 8TH. 
The German reply to the French Note on the security proposals 


is to be discussed by the Foreign Affairs Committee of the Reichstayz 
in camera before being dispatched. 

The French Chamber ratified the Eight-Hour Day Convention 
drafted at the International Labour Conference at Washington, and 
signed by France and Belgium in Paris in January, ]92l. 

The French improved their pnosition on the Moroccan front 
north of Wezzan (where they advanced to Friksha), in the Centre, 
and in the Taza region. 

M. Vandervelde, Belgian Minister for Foreign Affairs, visited 
the Quai d'Orsay to confer with M. Briand on the situation with 
regard to the Rhineland which has developed during the interruption 
caused by the Belgian cabinet crisis. 

The Technical Committee on Broadcasting concluded its sitting 
at Geneva. A new international wave-length scheme was drawn up. 





THURSDAY, JULY 9TH. 
The Governor of Hong-kong promised that drastic measures should 


be taken to deal with the situation there, if necessary to the 
extent of deporting every unsmployed adult. Terrorism continues 
in Shanghai to prevent strikers returning to work. 

Abdel Krim is reported to have collected 19,000 tribesmen 
on the Wergha front in Morocco, in order to conduct an offensive

with Fez as its objective. The British Governzent replied to a 
note from the Spanish Government on the subject of the defence of 


the Tangier zone against Abtacl Krim. 
A statement cf the Asent-Gereral for Reparation payments 


shows that the totsl receipts for June amount to 40,076,954 gold 
marks (£2,003,845). 
































FRIDAY, JULY lOTH. 





The peace conditions of France and Spain are expected to be 
commfnicated to Abdel Krim next week. Rifi vressure on the 
French front in iforocco cmtinues. 

The Commission sent by the Diplomatic Body to Shanghai to 
enquire into the Shanghai riots has drawn up 4 report, which, how- 
ever, is not yet published. A second Commission, consisting of 
members of the Diplomatic Body, could not meet the Chinese represent- 
atives, as the latter refused to act. Chango Tso-lin's Commanders 
in distructs round Shanghai issued a proclomation forbidding intim- 


idation under severe penalties. 
The German reply to the French Note on the Security Pact is 


ready for dispatch. 


SATURDAY, JULY 11TH. 
The sranco-Spanish agreement on peace conditions to Abdel 


Krim was signed at the 5th plenary session of the Franco-Spanish 


Conference. 
Two women members of an English Presbyterian Mission were 


beaten by Chinese at Wukingru, near Swatow. 
Candidates for the long-postponed, election of the OBcumenical 

Patriarch in succession to Mer. Constantine VI include Mgr. Cyril, 

Metropolitan of Rhodovolis, Mer. Nicholas, Metropolitan of Caesarea, 


and Mgr. Basil, Metropolitan of Nicaea. 





MONDAY, JULY 15TH. 
The French Budget for 1925, which has been under discussion 
for the past six months, was passed by the Senate without amendment, 


after having been referred to the Chamber five times. 

Some improvement is reported in conditions at Hong-kong. 

The Rifi offensive against Fez experienced a check. Abdel 
Krim took action to prevent natives passing from the Spanish to 
the Tangier zane. 

The evacuation of the Ruhr by the French occupying forces 
began with the withdrawal of troops from the province of Westphalia 
and Bochum. 

Mer. Basil Georgiades, Metropolitan of Nicaea, was elected as 


OEcumenical Patriarch by the Holy Synod. He will be known as 


Basil III. 
The ninth annual Congress of the International Federation of 


League of Nations Societies concluded at Warsaw. 150 délegates 
attended from more than 20 countries. 


SDAY, JULY 14T™, 
The situation in Hong-kong continued to improve, and many 


strikers are returning to work. 
President Coolidge hopes shortly to call a conference of the 


nine Powers Signatory to the Washington Trectiss to discuss th 
extra-tervitorial rights in China, aud the Chinese tariffs. 





























Marshal Lyauty, speaking at Rabat, described the military 
situation in Morocco as imnroved, and was confident that its 


security was assured. 


WEDNESDAY, JULY 15TH. 
The German Cabinct approved the reply drawn up to the 


French Note on the Security Pact. Differences of opinion are 
reported between the Foreign Minister, Herr Stresemann, and his 
Nationalist colleagues in the Cabinet. Press comments in 
Germany are all against Germany's entering into the proposed 


Pact e 

General Naulin, the new Commander-in-Chief of the French, 
forces in Morocco, arrived in Paris to confer with M. Painleve 
before his departure. Considerable reinforeements are being 
sent out to the front. 

Conditions in Hong-kong and Shanghai are less disturbed. 
There is evidence that the Peking Government is still deliberately 


fomenting anti-British feeling. 


THURSDAY, JULY 16TH. 
Marshal Pétain left Paris for Morocco, in order to take 


a general survey of the situation there before the arrival of 
General Naulin, the new Commander-in-Chief. A new chapter in 
the gimpaign opens with the arrival of the latter, with his 
large reinforcements of French troops. 

The Shanghai stike is weakening owing to lack of funds, 
but anti-British feeling shows no signs of abating, least of 
all in Peking, where misstatements at our expense are made 
apparently with the approval of the Peking Government. 

The Swiss:Government decided to sign the drugs convention 
adopted by the League of Nations Second Opium Conference, held 
in Pebruary last. With the Swiss signature, all the States 
particinating in the Conference will have subscribed to the 
Convention, except the United States, which withdrew from tre 


Conference. 


FRI JLY 17TH. 
General Neulin left Paris for Morocco. The post of Rihana, 


14 miles north of Wezzan, was reported abandoned by the French. 
‘Elsewhere the situation is serious; Abdel Krim isa believed to 
be exerting his full strengbh before the arrival of the French 
reinforcezentse French losscs up to the end of June are estim- 
ated as 4,148, of whom 2,775 were wounded. 

At a conference between the Foreign Secretary and the 
Ambassadors of the United States, France and Japan, it was 
intimated that a purely judicial inquiry would be held into the 
collision with occurred between Chinese students and police of 
the Shanghai International Settlement on May 3lst. It was 





agreed that the Tariff Conference provided for in the Washington 
Treaty should be held, but the date for this was left open. 
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II. SPECIAL TOPICS. 





le The Empire and the Pact. 


While the greatest secrecy marks the German discussions 
on the Pact, the British Dominions have not failed to express 
themselves somewhat vehemently on the subject. 

On the whole, the opinion of the Empire is not altogether 
favourable. It ranges from the Canadian reluctance to assume 
new commitments, to the definite opposition of General Smuts. 

New Zealand has decided to abide by the decision of the Imperial 
Government; the Irish Free State has made no statement. 

The attitude of Canada is as yet an unofficial one, but there 
is undoubtedly a strong feeling among her bipiness men and poli- 
ticians that the British Empire should not undertake further 
obligations, other than those to which her membership of the 
League of Nations already commits her. Should the Imperial 
Government wish to do this, then Canada desires a free hand, and 
public opinion is decidedly cold towards an alliance for the 
guarantee of French security. It is, however, pointed out. 
that considerable dividends are derived from the British Empire 
by its component parts, and that it is far better to be in that 
Banire in the case of war than outside it! 

' Far more direct is the attack of General Smutts, who uses 
against the Pact the same arguments as he launched against. the 
Protocol. He sees in the Pact a danger of the disintegration 

of the British Empire. It is proposed that Britain shall take 
an independent line, leaving the Dominions to come each to a 
separate decision. General Smutts believes that, under the 
circumstances, some of them would not follow her. He declares 
for an imperial foreign policy, based upon the Covenant and with- 
out further commitments. 

These remarks will not fail to have their result in Paris 
and in Berlin, where they may well tend to forshadow the rejection 
of the Pact by the Dominions. The time has come at last when a 
definite decision must be made with regar@dito imperial foreign 
policy - whether or not the home government can take decisions of 


which the Dominions' cabinets disapprove. 
































The Warsaw Conference of the Federation of League 
of Nations Societies. 


The sixth annual Congress of this Federation has just deen held 
in Warsaw at the invitation of the Polish League of Naticns Union. 
More taan twenty countries sent between them some 150 delegates. 

Resoiutions were passed which have their imnortance as an 
indication of pnubdlic feeling in regard to certain international 
matters. The discussions were largely concerned with Securztv, 
Disarmament and on the work of the League of Nations for guaranteeing 
Minority rights in certain European States. 

The nroposed Security Pact now in pvrocess of negotaation bet 
ween Great Britain, France and Germany was unanimously welcomed by 
the Congress of Socicties, though only as a step towards e more 
general guarantce on Protocol lincs. 

As regards iinoritics, the Congress presscd that more publicity 
should be given to facts. A resolution was passed urging that the 
annual Report of the Secretary-General to the League Asseubly 
should contain certain svecific pieces of infornution, such for 
instance as a list of the petitions received by the League Council 
from Minorities, and a brief account of the way these are deslt 


with. If the League were to accept this suggestion of the Congress, 
it would mean that the Assembly would in future have opportunity 


for a general debate on lMinority questions. 
The resolutions of the Federetion Congress are always fcrwerded 


to Geneva and are officially received by the President of tre Assembly 


and printed in the League's Journal. The League cannot take 
direct cognisancée of them, since Ra its constitution it, deais only 
with governments, but these nor leges given to the Federation cr 
Societies prove the value which. it nas in the League's eyes. It 
is in fact the most notable exanpie of an attempt to realiire 
President Wilson's ideal of a Le2suc resting on the organiscd 


public opinion of mankind. 
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III, INTERNATIONAL VOTES & NEWS. 





While in America in December of last year, the Hon. Secretary 
of the Association for International Understanding was entrusted 
by the Richmond, Va. Chapter of the United Daughters of the 
Confederacy with the arrangements for the presentation of a 
replica of the Great Seal of the Confederate States (1861-1864) 
to the British Museun. 

Thanks to the kindness of Viscountess Astor, M.P. who gave 
a lunchecn for the occasion, the presentation was made by 
Colonel John Buchan on July 14th, before a distinguished gath- 
ering of Anglo-Americans, including the American Conagl-General, 
Senator Capper, Lord Cecil of Chelwood, Lord and Lady Lee of 
Fareham and Major George Putnam, himself a Federal veteran of 
the American Civil War. 

Lady Astor received the presentation on behalf of the British 
Museum. 


The Third International Congress for Child Protection will 
be held in Brussels in 1926, under the patronage of the king 
and Queen of Belgium. 

The First and Second of these Congresses met in Brussels 
in 1913 ad 1921. The Reports submitted to the King by the 
Ministers of Justice, Foreign Affairs, Home Affairs, and Public 
Health, state that these Congresses were of great importance and 
marked a distinct step forward in the history of child protection. 


The Belgian mission which leaves for the United States on 
July 29th to negotiate the funding of the Belgian debt will 
consist of M. Theunis, the former Prime Minister, M. Kautain, 
Governor of the National Bank, M. Francqui, Director of the 
Société Generale de Belgique, and M. Felicien Cattier, Director 
of the Banque d'Outremer. 


The British Government has notified the Leayue of Nations 
that the Straits Settlements will contribute annually 935,000 
(about £620) to the Singapore Epidemiological [Information Bureau, 
established by the League with the support of the Rocxefeller 
Foundation. 


The Danzig Fair has been postponed from August 6th to Ssent- 
ember 24th. 


The Polish Committee of the Red Cross is occupying itseif 
actively with the project of Ziving the 4th Congress of itilitary 
Medicine and Pharmaceutics, which will be held at Warsaw in 1927, 
and is expected to equal in importance the Third Congress, heid 


in Paris. 
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An International Congress of Medicine is in progress at 
a attended by about 400 doctors from all parts of the 
world. 

The Twelfth International Red Cross Conference opens on 
October 7th at Geneva. The program of the Confetence includes 
the question of the standardisation of ambulance appliances, to 
be discussed by an international committee of experts, to whom 
samples of stretchers, etc., in use in different countries, will 
be submitted for inspection by the various Central Committees of 
Red Cross Societies. 


IV. LEAGUE OF NATIONS NOTES. 





The League Committee on Slavery commenced an important 
session at Geneva on July l3th. Some startling allegations 
were made in regard to the appalling treatment of the natives 
in Portuguese colonies in Africa. All the charges will receive 
careful investigation. The work of the Committee includes in- 
vestigation of the various disguised forms of slavery wich exist 
in many parts of the world. By means of trickery not only do 
white men enslave the natives, but frequently the black men 
themselves enslave their neighbours. A memorial has been pres- 
ented to the League by the Anti-Slavery and Aborigines Protection 
Society, and a considerable amount of information has been 
amassea@ on the subject. Never before has there been such a 
valuable collection of evidence in regard to slavery at the 
disposal of an international body, and great results are expected. 

Some interesting reports on "B" and "C" Mandates were 
heard by the Permanent Mandates Commission of the League of 
Nations, at its recent session in Geneva. Perhaps the most 
important was that on the administration of South-West Africa. 
This area came into prominence agsya result of the Bondelswart 
rebellion, and the League has been devoting some attention to the 
administration of the district. It was reported that a Leygis- 
lative Council had now been created to deal with matters such 
as agriculture, health, work, posts, etc., which the natives 
cannot administer themselves. The Conmission also enquired into 
the high mortality among labourers in the diamond mines. 

The League Committee on Intellectual Co-operation is to meet 
shortly at Geneva. The chief business will be to finish drawing 
up rules and regulations for the International Institute which 
the French Government has offered to establish at Paris.

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Since the coming into force of tie Treaty of Versailles on 
Jamuary 10th, 1920, nearly 900 international treaties have been 
regidered with the Secretariat of the Leacue of Nations. This 
registration takes place under Article 18 of the Covenant, accord- 
ing to which “every treaty or international engagement entered 
into by any member of the League shall be forthwith registered 
with the Secretariat and shall as soon as possible be published 
by it. No such treaty shall be binding until so registered." 

In the course of the twelve months from May, 1924 to tay, 
1925, 251 international engagements were presented for registra- 
tion, as gompared with 189 the year before. Great Britain heads 
the list with 38, Germany, not a Member of the League, next with 
50, Norway 24, Denmark 21, Finland 2l, France 20, the Netherlands 
14 and Sweden 12. The international agreements filed during this 
period inciude 18 arbitration and conciliation treaties, 16 
political agreements and treaties of peace and friendship, 59 
concerning commerce and navigation, 24 on postal, telephonic, 
telegraphic and radio-telegraphic communications, 24 economic 
and finencill treaties, 21 legal and extradition conventions and 
3 on aerial navigation. 

These docunents are published in the "Treaty Series" of the 
League of Nations in their original language, accompanied by 
English and French translations. Up to now, 33 volumes, containing 
altogether 864 treaties, have been published.

In thas work, Mr. Fachiri deals comprehensively with the history 
of the World Court from its inception to its judgement on the inter- 
pretation of Article 14 of the Treaty of Neuilly. An interesting 
chapter is included on the relations of the Court oto the League of 
Nations itself, in which the question of sanctions is discussed. 

This is, we believe, the first"full-length" history of the Permanent 
Court of International Justice to be published in this country, 
and has amply achieved tieauthor's aim, as expressed in his preface, 
of providing "a practical textebook on the Court and its work."
